At that point the Secretary a^id Mr, Ache son proceeded to a very 
frank discussion of the whole situation In the followla^ ter^s; In 
the last IS months ths position of the demoGraeies throughout the world 
has jnateriaUy deteriorated. While Secratary Bymas and Senators 
Cots^ily and Vendenberg have been going f row conf erenoe to conference 
trying to hold together the heart of Intsmatlonal cooperation^ the 
Ruaaians have been engaged in the systeniatlo policy of trying to 
encircle Qemtany and Turkey with Soviet doudnated states. 

The enoireletnent of Turkey has had two prongs. One has been 
directed at Iran and the other at Greece, The effort to dominate Iran 
has failed* The effort in Greece has had a large meaflure of success 
hut ie not yet decided* The Russian effort in Greece hae been aided 
by the Conmunlst rebellion on the northern boundaries centered In adjacent 
Goinmtmiat doibiTiated countries , It has also been aided by the activltlee

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of the EAK, These GomuMimist activities In Greece have tmdemdiied the 
finajieifll position and th^ tranquility ot Greece, 

UeimTrhllej the Tiusslans have been spurring e^enslve activltj in 
Hungary, Italy, Fnsiiic%and Austria* 

In France Ooiraminlst Infiltration has been extremely euccesefnl, 
so successful that it appears that any tlnie the Russians Tiant to jmll 
the rug they can do so* 

Si Italy Coramjmlst Influence has grown enomiouBlyj in Hungflry It 
ifi advanel^; and in Austria It is going veiy well,

After this presentation the Cotigreeslonal delegation w#re extremely 
iMpreseed and said that they would support a program design^ to strengthen 
Greece and Turkey* Bnt they wanted to know what definite prograiQ we had 
for meeting the situation and what It would cost. Tboy also etlpulated 
that this program be presented to the public in terae alnjost as franjc 
as those In which Secretary JSarahaH had presented It to them* 

It Is therefore necessary in the next i*eek to draw up an elaborate 
program and President Truman will discuss It with the Congressional 
delegation on week from today,

these oountriea In a better condition than represented 
by our ne^rempers, and the people were not In want as 
"badly as has been stated. Both, of these gentlemen thought 
that the people of most of the countries they visited were 
inclined to be unwilling to >Jork as they should to help 
themaelvee long ae v;e were continuing to help them, 
and I gathered from them the irapreseion that we wero throw« 
ing our money away and in some cases were doing more harm 
than good* 

Undoubtedly you have sent representatives over 
there who ..apparently have given you a different picture, 
tiierefore I'have a suggestion to rnake for what it ie worth* 
Vlhy not you appoint one n^n from each State of the Union 
to inake an inspection of these European oountrles to see 
Just >That condition they are in 'oefore we continue to pour 
out our money and supplies to them, as this might save us 
oonsidei^able money, or in any event it should create a 
feeling among our people that t?iey do need jielp and they 
would "oe happier to meet it.

I read your letter of SepteRiljer first wftt ^ lot of inter est« You 
evidently got an immense amount of potlitlcal xnformatiox) in the 
two and one-lmlf months you were in Britain ainJ it is mo*t inter- 
esstiag, I kave many reports on the situatioii in Great Britain and 
I have come to the conclusion that the British have Mwaya handled 
their internal affair $ to their own satisfaction and I propose to let 
them continue to do it. We have never been in complete agreement 
with tliem on anything. Thot disagreement started in 1776, H you 
rememiier fundamentally, however, our basic id^ae are not far 
apart - they gave us our fundamental and basic law and have been 
our allies in nearly every war we have fought since i860* You 
must reinember they have been through two of the moat terrible 
experiences in the M story of the world - experiences which coat 
them the young men of two generations. Had our losses been in 
proportion we would have lost between twelve and fifteen million 
ftf our young men* Try to conteHnplate what that would mean to 
this country, 

1 note carefully what you say about Mercy Hospital and the General 
Hospital. I am not worried about that end of the population nor am 
I worried about tho«e who make $15,000 a year and over. The health 
Of the people between those two eattremes ia what ia most important 
to the coimtry and when we find 34% of our young men and women 
untit Eor military service because of physical and mental defects. 
ther0 IS aomethina wrong with the health of the country and J am 
trying to find a remedy for it. When it comes to the point where 
a man getting $2400.00 a year has to pay $500,00 for prenatal care 
and then &n additional hospital bill on top of that there is something 
wrong with the system. Before I get out of this office I atn going to 
find out what is ^rong and I am going to try and remedy It, Vd sug- 
gest yon Doctors had better be hunting for a remedy yourselves un- 
less you want a drastic one.

PROPOSED STATEMENT BY THE PRESIDENT 



With deep regret I have concluded tliat General of the Army- 
Douglas Mac Arthur is unable to give Ms wholehearted support to the 
policies o£ the United States Government and of the United Nations in 
matters pertaining to his official duties* In view of the specific re- 
sponsibilities imposed upon me by the Constitution of the United States 
and the added responsibility which has been entrusted to me by the 
United Nations, I have decided that 1 must make a change of conimand 
in the Ear East. I have^ therefore, relieved General MacArthur of 
his coKLmands and have designated Lt* Gen* Matthew B- Bldgway as 
his successor. 

Full and vigorous debate on matters of national policy is a vital 
elercxent in the constitutional system of our free democracy* It is funda- 
mentals how ever J. that military commanders must be governed by the 
policies and directives issued to ^em in the manner provided by our 
lav/s and Constitution, In time of crisis, this consideration is particu- 
larly compelling* 

General MacArthur 's place in history as one of our greatest com.- 
manders is fully established* The nation owes him a debt of gratitude 
for the distinguished and exceptional service which he has rendered his 
country in posts o£ great responsibilityp For that reason 1 repeat my 
regret at the necessity for the action 1 feel compelled to take in his case*

I appreciated most highLy your coiuntin. of July 30t;h^ a copy 
of which you sent ime* 

I have been ratheT careful not to comment ort the articles 
that have been written on the dropping of the bomb £or the 
simple reason that tlxe dropping of tho bomb was completely 
and thoroughly explained in my Memoirs , and it was done 
to save 12 S J 000 youngsters on the American side and 
125,000 on the Japanese side from getting killed and that is 
what it did. It probably also saved a half million youngsters 
on both sides from being maimed for life. 

You must always remember that people for get ^ as you said 
in your column, that the bombing of Pearl Harbor was done 
while we were at peace -with Japan and trying our best to 
negotiate a treaty with them. 

All you have to do is to go out and atand on the keel of the 
Battleship in Pearl Harbor with the 3 ,000 youngsters under- 
neath it who had no chance whatever of sa.ving their lives. 
That is true o£ two or three other battleships that were sunk 
in Pearl Harbor, Altogether ^ there were between 3,000 and 
6 J 000 youngeters kiUed at that time without any declaration 
of war* It was plain murder, 

I knew -what I was doing when I stopped the war that would 
have killed a half million youngsters on both sides if those 
bombs had not been dropped, I have no regrets and, under 
the same circumstances , 1 would do it again - and this letter 
is not confidential*

After the Secretaiy presented itotoassador Harriinan to the 
President the latter said that he vdshed to thaiik tho Aaibas3flj(ior 
for the gTi&at service he done f c^r him in connection with 
Molotov's ccoiiJi^ to the Sfln Franciscio ConferencCi He said that 
he deeply apprise iated this and he iwcLs^hed to coTLgratulate the 
Ambassador and to eaqpr^sa the hope that he ^rould return to Moscoir 
and continue his excellent work, Mbassador Harriman said that 
he had felt that that was the most appropriate si:ggestiori he 
could make uriien Marshal Stalin ha4 indicated his desire to make 
Bomo gesture* His said that he had not felt it possible to d?> aijy- 
thing about the Polish question since Stalin merely epestkln^ 
of a g«a.ture+ 

At the President' 6 request Ambassador Harrlntan then made a 
brief report on his opinion of the present problems facing the 
United States in relation to the Soviet Union* He said that he 
thought the Soviet Uniot^ had twJ policies which they thought they 
could successf^ally pursue at the same tiroe— one, the policy of 
cooperation with the United States and Great Britain, and the 
other, the extension of Soviet control over neighboring states 
through unilateral action. He said that he thought our 
generosity and desire to cooperate was being aiia interpreted in 
Moscow by certain elenients around Stalin a? an indication that 
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S<rrf.et Gfjv^ment could do aixfthing that It wished without having any 
trouble -with the United States* He said that he thought the Soviet 
Government did not vdsh to break vdth the United States since they 
n««d@d our help in order to reduce the burden of reconstruction and 
that he felt we had nothing to lose by standing firja on issues that 
were of real ijaportance to xis* 'i?he iiriibassador then outllnc^d a niiJiiber 
of the specific difficvG-ties -which he had recently encountered in 
Moscow and described the deterioration of the Soviet attitude since th 
Yalta Conference, The President a aid thst he was not in aj^ sen.se 
afraid of the Russians and that he intended to be firm but fair sine© 
in his opinion the Soviet Union needed us more than we needed theoi. 
Ambassador Harrl^san said that he believed that some quarters in 3£oscow 
believed erroneously that i^nerican business needed as a mtter of life 
and death the developnent of e^orts to Russia, Hr, Harrlman said 
that this was of course not true but that a number of Russian officials 
believed it. The President ag^in repeated that he intended to be firm 
^th the Russians and jsaake no concessions from Merioan princlptLes or 
traditions for the fact of vdnning their favor. He said he felt that 
only on a give and take basis could any relations be established. 

Ambassador Harriman said that in effect what we were faced with 
was a '^barbarian invasion of Europe", that Soviet control over any 
foreign country did not mean merely influence on their foreign relations 
but the extension of the Soviet systeflv with secret police, extinction 
of freedooi of speeehj etc*, and that ^e had to decide i^at should be our 
attitude in the face of these unpleasant facts. He added that he was 
not pessiinistic and felt that we could arrive at a workable basis with 
the Russians but that this would require a reconsideration of our policy 
and the abandonment of the iXliision that for the Ijtffliediate future the 
Soviet Government Tfas going to act in accordance vdth the principles 
which the rest of the viorld held to in international affairs. He said 
that obviously certain concessions in the give and take of negotiation 
^(jould have to be miade. The President said that he thoroughly understood 
this and said that we could not, of course, esqject to get 100 percent 
of what we wanted but that on important matters he felt that ^e should 
be able to get 85 percent. 

The Ajnbassador then outlined briefly the Issues involved in the 
Polish question explaining his belief that Stalin had discovered frott 
the Lubilln Poles that an honest execution of the Crlttuean decision vrould 
mean the end of Soviet-backed Lublin control over Poland since any real' 
deEiocratlc leader such as jJHsolaJcs^rfsC would serve as a rallying point 
for flO or 90 percent of the Polish people against the Ijiblin Communists 
He said It ^(as iinportant for us to consider ^at we should do in the 
event that Stalin rejected the proposals contained in the joint use ss age 
froov the President and the Priiiia Lfinlster and if Molotov proved adamant 
in the negotiations here in Washington.

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He said he would like to Inquire in this connection of the 
President how important he felt the Polish question ms in relation 
to the San Francisco Conference and Mei^iean participation in the 
world organisation* The President replied immediately and decisively 
that In his considered opinion unless settlement of the Polish 
question ra^ achieved along the lines of the Crijnean decision that 
the treaty of American adherence to a world organisation wuld not 
get thro^igh the Senate, He added that he intended to tell tlolotoy 
just this in wirds of one syllable. 

The Seeretary inquired vriiether If Uolotov was bo late in arriving 
in Washington there 'f^ould not be sufficient time for any real discus- 
sion between the Foreign Ministers, if the President w>uld desire that 
the conversations on Poland be continued in San Francisco* The 
President replied that he thought that was a good ide&t 

Ambassador Harriman Inquired whether or not we tnuld be dispOiSed 
to ahead with the world organisation plans ev^ if Ituasia dropped 
out as he had understood from the Secretary. The President said that 
the truth of the matter was that vdthout Russia there VJould not be 
much of a iflorld organization^ 

In concluding the interview the President stated that he fully 
realised that he ii?as not up on all details of foreign affairs and 
would rely on the Secretary of ;State and his Ambassadors to help hijn 
In this matter but that he did intend to be fiim in his dealings 
with the Soviet Goverranent, He said he hoped to see the Secretary 
and Ambassador Harritnan again before Holotov arrived, ^^nvA-.

wMoh was forTtf girded to me wider oov^r of your lettar of 31 A\i^Et 1545, 

Since Mr, Harrison's visit in July many chsinge£ have tmken placo 
with respect to the condition of Jewish and otlier displaced persons • 
Except for temporarily orowdod conditicma, the result of shifts between 
eatablichjed centers and an influx of" p&rsons into oenterB as winter 
tLpproaches, housing is on a reasonablo "basis. Ke vert halo ssj efforts 
to improve their condition continue unahated. Subordinate oonPHiandere 
are under orders to requisition Geman house Sj grounds, and other 
facilities ^thout ha ai tat ion for this purpose. 

The housing problem must be seen in full perspective. This Tjiinter 
trie village 3 and towne in the S, Zone of Gerraiany will be re<iuired 
to hotme more than twice their nomal population- One million and 
a half Gorman air raid refugees who were evacuated into Southwestern 
Gennsiriy, together with sane e 00* 000 Germans, VblkBdeutsohe and 
^udetena who fled fron, Polendj Kev/ Pol and* CzechosloTakia and Yugo- 
slavia before the advanoing Red Amies have created a condition of 
congestion in the TJ* S. Zone whicH foroes the moat careful eonsormtion 
of housing: space* A.t this tmojuent the U. S* Zone is under orders to 
a^bsorb 15£,000 more Qeniiana from Austria* Added to this influx of 
population, there is the loss of housing in bQHibed'-out cities, averaging 
well over BO percent^ the necessity for billeting large nucnhers of our 
troopfij B3id the aooommodation required for prisoners of war. The 
resulting housing shortage is not merely acute ^ but de apellate* Not- 
withs tending this situation, in my re cent inspections and idiose siade 
by loy staff of Jewish centers, aXthougli crowded conditions were found* 




in nearly every instance moro tlisn the 30 square feot par person of 
floor &paoo required for our eoldiars Traa available, / 



Die placed pereoiie haire absolTJite preference over G-emans for hoxising, 
but the requiremeiitE of the distritution of auppliesj the proviaioa Of 
medioal c&rOj &nd the need f or welfare aetivitioa make It deelrahla 
that displaced parsons be sufficiently concentrated so that theae 
serTices may be parfomed effioiently by the IL^iited euper^isory 
porsojittel and transport at our disposal* Thus, considerable use has 
beeii made of large icstallations eucH as briok barracks j apartaient 
blocks and other public buildings in prei'erenoe to scattered .individual 
billets* 

Special centers have been established for Jewish di^f^^laced persons. 
In the latter part of Jme^ the Armies ware directed to collect Into 
special aasemblj centers displaced persons ivho did not wish to or wtK> 
could not be repatria-ted* tM 25 July Br* Habti Israel Golstein, 

President of the Ifetited Jewish Appe&l, re ctcmiEiended that non-repatriable 
Jewe be separati^d from other stateless people, and placed in e^ctjlusi-^eLy 
Jei^ish centers* A^ a resultj tiie American Joint Distribution Coptmlttee 
was called upon to supervise the ostablish.'aent of these centers ^ This 
policy vfas reiterated and expanded on 22 August* Special Jewish 
centers were established for '^those Jews i^hc are without nationality 
or those not Soviet citizens Who do not desire to return to their 
country of origin'** - 

^At the titne of Harrison's report there were perhaps 1*000 Jews 
still In their fcmier concentration cetotps. T]}iiese v;ere too sick to be 
moved at that tljne, Ifo Jewish or other displaced persons have been 
housed in these places longer than was abeolutsly necessary for 
medical quarantine and reco^viery from acute illnesac It has alvi-ays 
been our practice, not just our policy^ to remove these Trictinia with 
the utmost speed from concentration caoips* 

The assertion that our military guards are now substituting for 3S 
troops is definitely nis leading* One reason for limiting the numbers 
permitted to leave our assembly centers was depredation and banditry 
by displaced personfl themselvea. Despite all precautiens, more than 
£,000 of them died frcsn drinking methylated alcchol and other types 
of poisonous liquor* ifiany others died by violence or ifj'ere injured . 
while circulating outside our assembly centers * Perhaps then were 
over-sealouB in our surveillance, Hoi'/evert my present policy is ■ 
expressed in a letter to subordinate ctwuanders wherein I said:

I feel that have problems of shelter and BurveiHanoe in hsnd. 
Qt aqual importance ifl the provision of Bufficient and appetising 
food* In the past, a £,000 -calorie minltium diet waa presoribed for 
aXl die placed persons in approved centers. Our field inspeotiona 
ha^e eho^ that ±n many places this scale vms ooneistently excepded, 
but there ha^e alao been aporadic instances v/here it was not met. 
Three or four thousand persona of the persecuted eategoriOE, including^ 
(fertpjin Jawa, in the Amerioen Zan.o have returned to their home coHnKanitie 
Many are there TJiaking a genuine effort to re-establish theniBelT^B, 
Until recently* there has been no dear- cut system of assuring adeijuate 
feed for this group, although in iMfit eases they hase been given double 
rations • 

I have reoBiitly raised the dally caloric food value per per a on for 
ordinary displaced persons in approved centers to £,500, and for 
racial, raligioujs and political persecnteeE to a ninlmuin of 2,500, 
Feeding standards have also been prescribed and sufficient Red Cross 
food parcels and inported Oivil Affairs/Military GoTemment food&tuffa 
are on hand to euppleiaent indigenous supplies and meet requisitions 
to Tuaintaiti these standards. iVa are now iasuine a directive that those 
Jews end other peraecuted persons who choeae and are able to return to 
their oomiimiiities vfill receive a miniriuai ration of 2, SOD a a lories per 
day J as well as cloth tug and shoea, the sane as those in centers* 

Clothing end shoes are available in adequate Bjnounts and of suitable 
types, Uhifoimly excellent medical attention is available to all 
Jewish people in our centers where they have generally adequate 
sanitary facilltiea, UWHRA and AJDC staff Sj whioh are adjuini storing 
an increasinf; number of our centers, are becmine efficient, and are 
making it possible for theee people to enjoy spiritually uplifting 
religious programe as well aa schooling for children. 

It is freely admitted that iiiere is need for improvement. The 
schools need inore books; leisure-time and welfare aotivitiea must he 



further deve loped j paid, ^jnplosment outaitla tlie canter a needs to be 
fo ate red; additional quflntlties o£ fm:iiitiar&, bedding^ and fiioJ. must 
be obtained. We lia^fB made progreEs in ro-xmiting fenilieB, but postal 
communicatioRE between displaced pore one and their relatiiraB sjid 
rriendB oiniiiot yet be inaugurated; roads and vmlks mst bo i^nprovod 
in etnticipatifm of oontinuliig lAret vfa ather, We ars conscious of theEo 
problems, we are worlcing on them, and we have expert advice of UtiBM, 
of Jewish Agencies, isnd of our Chaplains* 



la certain instances we have fallen below standard, but I should 
like to pottit out that a whole atiny has been faced with the intricate 
problems of readjueting from oofuibat to mass repatriation , and then to 
the present static pha^e with its unique welfare problems* -Antici- 
pating this phase, I have fostered aince before D-3)ay the dcwlopment 
of mlRRA £0 that persons of professional competence in that organisation 
might take over greater responsibilities, and release our combat men 
and officers from this iiio$t dlff ioult work. 

You can expect our continued activity to meet the needs of persecuted 
people* Perfection neirer will be attaiJied, ifr. Pre si dent ^ but real and 
honest efforts are being made to provide suitable living conditione for 
these persecuted people until they oan be pamanently resettled In 
other areas* 

Mr, Harrison* e report gives little regard to the probleoie faced, the 
real success attained in saving the lives of thousflndE of Jewish and 
other concentration oenp victims and repatriating those who could and 
wished to be repatriated^ and the progress made In i?rfo T^onths to bring 
these unfortunatee who regained under our jurisdiction froca the depths 
of physical desetieration to a conaition of health and essential comfort + 
I have peraonelly been witness to the expressed gratitude of nauy of 
those people for these things*
